MEASURE THE GARMENTS. By this 
we mean both length and width. The same with 
the sleeves. And make a special measurement 
of the shoulders. A good idea suggests itself 
from the experience of the cleaning industry. 
Before it’s washed or cleaned, lay the item on 
a clean piece of cardboard which will not fade, 
draw an outline. Cut out the marked area. That 
is the shape to which the garment should be 
restored. Use lukewarm water and the mildest 
of soaps and detergents.

This is one of the 
most effective ways to help a knit keep its 
shape. Not all can safely be sized, nor does 
the sizing last forever. If properly done, not 
only will your knit be the identical size and 
shape after washing but it will resist soiling 
and wear longer. 

However, let us re-emphasize, don’t ex¬ 
periment. Why not instead, let us — the ex¬ 
perts — do it for you. That way you’ll know 
it is done right.

Mary Werges 

A Rosary and Mass 
were recited this morn¬ 
ing for Mary Werges at 
Church of the Assump¬ 
tion in Pasadena. Mrs. 
Werges had been ill for 
the past several years and 
passed away on March 5. 
She had been confined 
to a convalescent hos¬ 
pital for the past 16 
months. 

Born in 1899 in Bad 
Mergenthein, Germany, 
she and her husband John 
were married in 1928 in 
New York state.

Early Sierra Madre was ‘hub’ of movies

i You might call this a “What If?” story. 

1 According to information in the Historical 
Sbciety archives, given by early Sierra Madre 
resident Joe Kramer, Sierra Madre was “the birth¬ 
place of the movie industry as it is known in Holly- 
v^ood and the Southland of California.” 

I Of course, our town has been a favorite lo- 
cjition over the years for companies Hlming segments 
of a number of their movies and TV programs. And 
j^st one year ago at this time the entire film of 
“Testament” was made right here in Sierra Madre. 

But back in the early 1900s we actually had the 
opportunity to become the hub of the movie in¬ 
dustry — the Hollywood of today. 

Back then Kramer was in the restaurant busi¬ 
ness and along with Johanna Saenger ran the Mount 
Wilson Coffee Parlor located on the northwest 
corner of Highland and Mountain Trail. This burned 
down in 1934 and an apartment building occupies 
the spot today. 

That was the end of the P.E. car line for 
Sierra Madre. The Coffee Parlor was a popular 
place, particularly for the many hikers and people 
going up into our mountains. Johanna was known 
for her delicious German cooking. 

In September, 1910, a man drove up to the 
Coffee Parlor in his automobile and introduced 
himself to Kramer as D.W. Griffith of the American 
Biograph Company, just arrived from the east. 

Griffith was looking for a restaurant to feed 
his movie people and also a place for them to 
change costumes and make up. He needed, of course, 
separate facilities for men and women as they made 
ready for the camera on the films he was planning 
to make here. After being shown around, Griffith 
approved of the accommodations Kramer had to 
offer, rustic as they were. He stated he was not 
looking for “a swanky place but rather something 
in the rough.” 

Kramer agreed to provide, with some notice, 
food for 50 or more people at a time and would 
charge 50<t per person with the use of the dressing 
rooms thrown in on the deal. Eating would be 
cafeteria style with paper plates and tin cups for 
there were no waitresses to be had in Sierra Madre 
(or perhaps Kramer didn’t wish to hire any). 

The Biograph Company with all their people 
and paraphernalia arrived. According to Kramer, 
there were enough guns and pistols “to outfit a 
regiment.” The budding company paid low salaries 
and many of the actors drove cars that were in 
sad shape and some so unreliable that owners were 
forced to leave them and ride the P.E. home. 

i But Kramer had the highest regard and fondest 
mjfmories of these pioneer movie people. He said 
the actors were fine young people, ready and eager 
to do their stuff. No one showed them how, they 
just knew. These actors became well-known to old- 
time movie goers. 

For three years Biograph filmed several times 
a week. Various places in town were used, including 
the foot of the trail as well as the canyon. Sierra 
Madre school children were paid IOC each to chase 
Mabel Norman down Central Avenue (now Sierra 
Madre Blvd.) for a picture called “Tom Boy

Hollywood and Vine? 

I think it is interesting to note here, too, that 
Hollywood was founded by Horace and Daeida 
Wilcox, Methodist prohibitionists from Kansas. They 
offered a free lot to any church that would build 
there, and they outlawed liquor, gambling and later 
motion pictures, at which they were unsuccessful 
in banning. 

But getting back to Sierra Madre, isn’t it 
wonderful that we don’t always make way for 
progress? 


Bessie.” 

Our clear atmosphere lent itself to quality 
picture making and Griffith was very pleased. 

Other movie directors began coming and the end 
of the car line became a “beehive of activity,” to 
quote Kramer. 

After a day’s filming, the movie people returned 
to the Mount Wilson Coffee Parlor for food and 
relaxation before going home for the night. Miss 
Saenger’s wonderful German cooking was spread 
out on long tables and everyone helped themselves 
and “my how they would eat.” 

Kramer figured many of them ate $3 worth of 
food instead of the 50C worth. They carried their 
plates and cups outside, sat on the building’s long 
porch or railing or under the trees and ate picnic 
style. Many times 75, 100 or 150 people were fed 
at once — no “starving actors” here at that time. 

Kramer felt everyone seemed to thoroughly 
enjoy this experience and no doubt they must 
have looked back with great pleasure on Sierra Madre 
and those early Biograph days — so far different 
from “The Brown Derby” and the swank places 
of later days and success in Hollywood. 

But soon with the growth of the movie industry, 
Sierra Madre’s limited eating facility and transporta 
tion proved inadequate. Therefore, the movie makers 
decided to move on to Hollywood. 

So now we can think: What if movie making 
did continue here and we took steps to provide for 
their additional needs? Would we have large 
letters up on our mountains spelling out “SIERRA 
MADRE” as they do above Hollywood? Would we 
be faced with a sad state of urban decay and would 
Highland and Mountain Trail be the present day

Glory of Greece remains forever 


The Glory that was 
Greece greets you from 
above Athens on its path 
to landing. Glowing in 
the sunlight, the Acro¬ 
polis seems to float above 
an ocean of modern 
metropolis spreading in 
all directions at its feet. 
It dominates and crowns 
the city with its detached 
serenity, removed from 
life and yet a part of 
it, like an ancient Greek 
drama. 

We spent ?even days 
In Athens and rarely 
found ourselves unable 
to glimpse the Sacred 
Hill, rising majestically 
above the highrise build¬ 
ings as we rounded a 
corner or paused in a 
square. 

Getting to Athens is a 
debilitating experience if 
you don’t cotton to fly¬ 
ing; 17 hours of flight 
time, with brief layovers 
in New York and Rome. 
All our flight legs were 
smooth, except out of 
Rome, where the Alps 
toss the wind currents — 
and the planes — around 
like so much confetti in 
the air. When we reached 
our hotel it was 3 a.m. 
home time and our first 
sojourn was to bed for 
a three-hour nap to un- 
lax the white knuckles 
and jet lag. 

We found Athenians 
to be charming people. 
Brisk, energetic and so¬ 
phisticated, reminding us 
of San Franciscans. The 
traffic never slows under 
about 60, screaming 
through the narrow streets 
like the ancient furies. 
The drivers, however, 
are not at all demon¬ 
iac and seem born to 
judge their breakneck 
changing of lanes with 
the wisdom of Athena 
herself. 

The symmetry of the 
Parthenon and the sere¬ 
nity of the six Carytids 
— the maiden statue-col¬ 
umns — were, for us, 
the highlights of the 
Acropolis, with the ex¬ 
quisite small temple of 
Athena Nike a close sec¬ 
ond. The five remaining 
original Caryatids are 
soon to be replaced with 
fiberglass replicas, the 
originals to be housed in 
a museum to protect them 
from the onslaught of 
Athens’ smog, worse even 
than ours here at home. 

We spent several hours 
in the Acropolis Museum 
savoring the glorious sta¬ 
tues and a marvelous 
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
